arrested 
Thursday 
night by Jesse Crabbs, chief of police, 
charged with arson, their rounding up 
after several weeks’ work on the part 
of Officer Crabbs, solved the mystery 
surrounding u large 
number 
of in­ 
cendiary fires that 
occurred 
in this 
section of Adams county, five a t Mc­ 
Sherrystown and one in Hanover, since 
March 5. 
The arrests are among the 
most important 
to be made here 
in 
many years and caused a sensation. 
Fink 
and the 
two Eltz * brothers 
made a confession to Crabbs of having 
set fire 
to six places. 
Croft did not 
confess, 
but is c h a rg e d with 
being 
implicate*! in the crimes of the others. 
In their confession the men said their 
acts were due to mania. 
Croft, Roy Eltz and Emanuel Fink 
are also charge*! with robbing Shirk’s 
hardware store, stealing a revolver, 
money and a safety razor.

St. M ary’s Con­ 
vent barn, 
March 5; 
F. X. Colgan’s 
place.

other fire was that which destroyed 
the S. R. Holliday barn, 
occupied by 
the Hanover 
Transfer company, 
in 
which twelve horses were destroyed, 
in Hanover. 
Chief Crabbs was employed by the 
McSherrystown 
borough 
council 
to 
make an investigation, when the fre­ 
quent 
recurrence 
of 
mysterious 
blazes 
made it certain that 
an or­ 
ganized 
band of 
incendiaries 
was 
working in the borough. 
Crabbs soon had a clue and T hurs­ 
day night, 
deeming he had 
so u re d 
sufficient evidence, took the men into 
custody. 
The arrests 
of the 
first 
three were made about 7 o'clock 
at 
different 
places 
in McSherrystown. 
Croft was arrested later in the night. 
All were made on warrants sworn 
out before Justice of the Peace L. D. 
Sell, of Hanover, before whom they 
were held for a hearing. The charges 
are preferred by Deputy State Fire 
Marshal James

Sabbath Day Amusements Re­ 
ceives Jolt in Hearing Be­ 
fore Committee. 


The Bucher bill to 
permit Sunday 
concerts by orchestras not organized 
for profit and supported by voluntary 
contributions and endowments, 
was 
denourfced as an entering wedge fpr 
Sunday amusements before rn sub­ 
committee of the House law and order 
committee by Philadelphia clergymen. 
Arthur Judson, manager of the Phila­ 
delphia orchestra, 
who appeared 
in 
support of the bill, said that Philadel­ 
phia was a musical center with over 
200,000 students taking music lessons 
and that the plan was one which 
would enable music of a high grade to 
be placed within reach of people who 
could not attend such 
concerts 
on 
other days. 
Mr. Bucher said that he had drawn 
the bill to meet a situation which he 
saw in Philadelphia and that he was 
opposed to commercializing the Sab­ 
bath. 
Mr. Judson 
urged the bill be­ 
cause of the importance of music in 
Philadelphia, 
presenting figures 
to 
show that many people were interest­ 
ed, also remarking that the city ap­ 
propriated $17,000 for band concerts 
of which he did not think very much. 
The Eyre 
bill regulating use of 
tractors containing 
cleats on 
State 
highways has been 
reported to the 
House with amendments whereby ma­ 
chines not damaging highways will be 
exempted. 
Next winter 
the 
State 
Highway 
Department will send out 
questionnaire's on each tractor and 
those shown to be dangerous to roads,

The Rinn grade crossing bill was j 
reported out with all clauses, but one 
stricken out. This clause provides that 
one grade crossing in each forty miles 
shall be abolishd annually. 
The House health committee indefi­

censes after a hearing. 
The Fowler bill providing that c *n- 
tractors shall be liable for wages due 
by sub contractors was negatively re­ 
ported by the manufacturers commit­ 
tee.

Government W ill Have New Branch in 
ll a rf are. 


Washington, J u ^ » 6—A great deal 
bas l*een written ■ f the 
aviator and 
airplane, but not si much has been set 
forth concerning the exploits of the 
aerial photographer. 
Very few per­ 
sons know that most of the time when 
the -airplane went up over enemy ter­ 
rain * wins not for fighting but to take 
photographs. The cameras on the air­ 
p lan e were the “eye* of the army.** 
The enemy could^hide 
nothing from 
them. They looked down from above 
and made a perfect record of his every 
movement. The 
photograph showed 
the German’s trenches, 
his machine 
gun emplacements, his long-range ar­ 
tillery, 
penetrated 
camouflage and 
noted the 
location of 
many other 
th.ngs it was necessary for the army 
to know. The importance of this branch 
of the service is now recognized, and 
the army is soon to establish a school
